W. Stevens company was organized 
here yesterday by local capitellate. 
The stock is $600,000. These directors 
were elected: Isaac Ste .henson, J. A. 
Vancleve, Leroy W. Stevens. George 
W, Hanley, M. Corry, Sr., of this 
city, and Benjamin Zimmerman and 
John Witbeek, of Chicago. Oat-half of 
the capital stock was subscribed here. 
The new corporation has purchased 
the factory of A, W. Stevens & Son of 
Auburn, N. Y., one of the largest of 
itB kind In the world, and it will be 
moved to this city. 
It is an extensive 
institution, employing over 300 hands 
and manufacturing agricultural ma­ 
chinery. 
It has been in existence for 
forty-two years. 
Leroy W. Stevens, the head of the 
old company, will move to Marinette 
and assume the active management. 
It is planned to have the institution 
running here in August next. 
The company will be a competitor of 
the J. I. Case company, the McCormick 
Beaper Works and other like concerns. 
The factory will occupy a fifteen 
acre site 
and will 
compromise a 
machine shop, foundry, boiler shop, 
wood working, draughting, model and 
pattern shops. 
Ultimately 400 men 
will be employed.

Criticise His Actions 
Editor G izatte— The article in last 
Sunday’s Recorder rtfl?ctlrg upon me 
In toe discharge of my duties as sealer 
of weights and measures and the hon­ 
esty of business men of the city < f 
Janesville is of such a character that 
I desire to say, through tho columns 
of your paper, that the statem ents are 
not true. They are false in an extreme 
degree. 
Tne statem ent with reference to the 
weight of the package is not true. As 
to the 500 pound coal statem ent, the 
first I ever saw or heard of it was 
when my attention was called to it as 
published la the 
ecorder. 
Now as to the business men of this 
city, I think I ought to know them, 
especially the older oner. 
My j u d g ­ 
ment is th a t more honorable and f Hr 
dealing men are not to he found any­ 
where. 
In the execution of my duties 
as sealer I heve carefully fellowed the 
directions as outlined in the city char­ 
ter. 
For he enlightenm ent of those 
who may not have examined the city 
charter with re erence to the duties of 
sealer I copy from the revision of 1891 
to which the Recorder’s attention is 
respectfully called: 
“ The sealer of w eights and meas­ 
ures shall keep the weights and meas 
ares, scales and beams owned by the 
city, and he shall prove and seal all 
scales and beams owned by the city, 
and he shall prove and seal all scales, 
beams, weights and measures present­ 
ed to him f j v th a t purpose, and he 
shall also provide and keep a seal like 
auto the seal required by the law to be 
sept by the state treasurer, with which 
ne shall seal all such scales, beams, 
weights and measures.” 
In other words, the sealer has no 
right to take ^the initiative in any 
case. 
Now, fellow 
citizens, especially 
those who read the article referred to, 
we will imagine the Recorder and my­ 
self to he on trial, and you are impan* 
neled aa a jury to determ ine the an 
ewers to two queationa: 
Did the Recorder tell the tru t ? Ana 
did the Pecorder know w hat the du­ 
ties of a sealer were, when the criti­ 
cisms were w ritten?

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Exchange of Notes Between th6 
Great Powers. 


MAY APPEAL T O T H E PRESID ENT. 


Im portant Meeting of the Ambassador 
and Ministers Concerned Is Held at 
Washington—Joint 
Diplomatic) 
Note 
Likely to Be Presented. 


Washington, April 15.—It was learn­ 
ed last night in high diplomatic quar­ 
ters that an exchange of notes had be­ 
gun between the European 
capitals 
With a view to making strong rep­ 
resentations on the Spanish-American 
situation. In the same connection an 
informal meeting of the ambassadors 
and ministers in this city of the six 
great powers of Europe wras held late 
in the day. Several of the foreign es­ 
tablishments received 
cable 
advices 
from their governments as to the open­ 
ing of the exchange of notes. This had 
been anticipated in view of the pre­ 
vailing sentiment in all the foreign 
quarters here that the action thus far 
taken in congress made war inevitable. 
This opinion had been officially re­ 
ported to the several European capitals, 
and it was doubtless instrumental in 
•tarting the active exchange between 
the great powers. The same exchange 
occurred a week ago as a preliminary 
to the joint note of the great powers 
presented to President McKinley, mild­ 
ly urging a peaceful settlement with 
Spain. It is understood, however, that 
the present movement is not of the 
same mild character as the former one. 
Simultaneously with the opening of 
the exchange word came from Madrid 
that the Spanish government was about 
to issue another appeal to the great 
bowers of Europe. 
It is understood 
that this appeal is an initiatory to the 
concerted action of the powers, and 
there is apparent agreement 
in ad­ 
vance that the appeal will receive fav­ 
orable consideration. 
It is said that 
Spain’s appeal will recite her griev­ 
ances against the United States, stat­ 
ing in detail the many concessions she 
lias made, and pointing out that it was 
in response to the urgent representa­ 
tion of the six joint powers that the 
last concession of an armistice 
was 
granted. 
If the powers determine to act their 
Influence probably will be particular­ 
ly directed toward inducing the United 
States to grant Spain sufficient time

Spain will be told that she must rec­ 
ognize Cuban independence. It will be 
pointed out that a war with the United 
States would result in her losing Cuba 
and Porto Rico both and lose hex 
standing among nations.

Cuba. There is no suggestion, however, 
that this influence at present will be 
of a material character, but it is ex­ 
pected to be an assertion of all the 
floral influences of the powers in 
checking tendencies which, it is believ­ 
ed, inevitably will lead to war. 
Up to a late hour word had not been 
received at the various foreign estab­ 
lishments that any common basis of 
joint action had been reached, although 
it was the general impression that 
there would be little difficulty in arriv­ 
ing at this common ground in view of 
the prevailing sentiment abroad. It is 
pot so certain, however, that all of the 
powers are ready for a step of this 
Character. Germany has of late shown 
fe disposition to avoid exerting strong 
Influences on the United States. Rus­ 
sia is also thought to be somewhat 
Indifferent. 
France and Austria are 
most active in the present movement, 
ps they were in the former one. Wheth­ 
er all of the six great powers are ready 
to join in the movement is in doubt, 
fend without this united action it is 
felt that the force of such influence 
Ivould be lost. 
The Spanish minister had not been' 
officially advised up to a late hour that 
the meeting of the Spanish cortes had 
been advanced from April 25 to April 
?0. The press cables from Madrid were 
pot doubted, however, as it was thought 
to be quite probable that the present 
jjrave condition of affairs would lead 
^o the assembling of the cortes at the 
far Hest possible date. 
There is ne 
4oubt that the cortes will prepare a 
torar budget adequate to the existing 
Condition of affairs, which budget will 
ie akin to the $50,000,000 defense fund 
decently appropriated by congress. It 
Js understood that the Spanish wai 
budget is not likely to be less than 250,- 
000,000 pesetas.

Hoar of Massachusetts Defends the 
Policy of the Administration. 


' Washington, April 15.—The action of 
the house of representatives in adopt­ 
ing resolutions looking to armed inter­ 
vention in the Cuban rebellion trans­ 
ferred the center of interest and action 
from one wing of the great marble 
capitol to the other. Upon the senate, 
therefore, rests the responsibility for 
delay or action. 
For more than six hours Thursday 
the senate had the resolution proposed 
by the committee on foreign relations 
under consideration. The speeches de 
livered upon the various phases of the 
situation 
disclosed no irreconcilable 
differences among those who spoke. All 
were in favor of action in some form 
by the government of the United States. 
The most radical difference was as to 
whether the resolutions finally adopted 
should recognize the independence of 
the Cuban republic or simply declare 
for armed intervention with a view to 
the ultimate freedom and independence 
of the Cuban people. 
After vainly endeavoring on two oc­ 
casions to agree to a time for a vote 
upon the resolutions and after voting 
down a motion to adjourn, the senate 
finally, amid much confusion, agreed to 
adjourn until IO o’clock to-day. 
Mr. Hale (Me.) upon the opening of 
the session presented a memorial from 
the National Civic club of Brooklyn, 
calling attention to the necessity in 
the event of war with Spain of repeal­ 
ing some of the 
present 
navigation 
laws. The laws, as they are at present, 
it said, would prevent our merchant 
vessels from sailing under a foreign 


that the recognition of the present gov­ 
ernment of Cuba would be inimical to 
the best interests of the United States 
and would not have the support ol 
civilized nations. 
The insurgents, he did not think 
were without fault. Long before Spain 
had put into effect the reconcentrado 
order they had applied the torch to oi 
otherwise destroyed everything that 
stood in their way, from crops tc 
towns. 
Mr. Hoar said he believed the United 
States was warranted entirely by in­ 
ternational law in putting an end to 
the horrors that existed at our very 
doors. 
He agreed, further, he said, 
with the president of the United States, 
who had declared that it was impossi­ 
ble for Spain to maintain a proper and 
stable 
government upon the island. 
The continuance of the Spanish flag 
over Cuba could not longer he toler­ 
ated. 
Mr. Hoar declared his belief that the 
destruction of the ship Maine was a 
meditated act, for which Spanish offi­ 
cials were probably responsible. “With 
that view,” said Mr. Hoar, “the Span­ 
ish government is responsible for that 
loss, and it ought to be held responsi­ 
ble by the United States.” 
Mr. Turpie (Ind.), member of the 
foreign relations committee, said he 
did not se© how w*e could intervene 
with arms in Cuba without making the 
recognition of the 
Cuban 
republic 
paramount to every other considera­ 
tion. 
He said he looked upon Cuban 
nationality as the one desideratum, be­ 
cause nationality dealt with debt. He 
then discussed the Spanish bond ques-

After vehemently attacking the pres­ 
ident for the delays which had occur­ 
red in the sending of his message to 
congress, Mr. Turner charged that the 
delay last week was not due to the 
request of Gen. Lee, but to the fact that 
Archbishop Ireland had cabled to the 
vatican in the hope that the holy fath­ 
er might he able to bring about a peace­ 
ful solution of the difficulty. The pres­ 
ident was waiting upon the pope for 
action to secure that which American 
diplomacy had failed to obtain. 
Mr. Hoar said he was for peace if 
peace could he had. He argued that the 
report of cruelty and oppression in the 
island of Cuba undoubtedly warranted 
some measures that would bring peace, 
hut he doubted the wisdom of rushing 
headlong into war until every other 
diplomatic effort had been made to 
effect an honorable cessation of hos­ 
tilities. He said he was born in a cold 
latitude, and consequently might look 
upon things in a somewhat different 
light, and then, with hand raised and 
amid a profound stillness in the sen­ 
ate chamber, he made this significant 
remark: 
“If this country is to do a 
great act of international justice, let 
us do it calmly and deliberately.” 
Senator Hoar argued that the attacks 
upon the president were ill-advised and 
most ill-timed; that instead of con­ 
demnation of the policy of the execu­ 
tive the country and the 
congress 
should commend the president in his 
efforts making for peace, so long as 
peace could be had with honor. Then, 
passing away from that proposition, af­ 
ter paying a tribute to the president, 
the senator said th at, the men who 
suffered by modern wars were not the 
men who provoked them, and that the 
men who reaped the benefits from wars 
were a few officers and the stock job­ 
bers. He said that war meant the ad­ 
dition of untold millions to the public 
debt of the country, the piling up of 
pensions 
mountain high and would 
bring woe and desolation to thousands 
of homes. 
Mr. Hoar said that the name of Mc­ 
Kinley would he linked with the names 
of men whose actions of notable self­
